At Roswell, Ga., wh ere

stopped o uh is way to th is city . 
One 
of h is reasons for coming south was 
th at h e migh t see th e old h omestead 
wh ere h is moth er spent h er girlh ood 
and wh ich sh e left a h appy bride. Th at 
th e visit w a s fraugh t with many tender 
recollections was evident, and as h is 
carriage drove away from 
th e old 
Bulloch mansion, wh ere 
h is moth er 
lived and was married, th e president 
murmured to Mrs. Roosevelt: 
“ I can 
h ardly h ear to leave h ere.” 
Th e president reach ed Roswell 
at 
7*30 and was Joined by Senator 
and 
Mrs. Clay , wh o were h is guests at 
breakfast. He th en entered a carriage 
and was driven to th e mansion. 
Th is 
fine old h omestead is now th e property 
of J. L. 1). Wing, a lumber m erch ant 
of th is section. 
Roosevelt was greeted 
by two old servants wh o lived on th e 
place during h is moth er's y oung wo­ 
manh ood. 
One of 
th ese 
is “Aunt 
Grace.” wh o acted as maid to Miss 
Marth a Bulloch , wh o 
afterw ard be­ 
came Mrs. Th eodore Roosevelt, and 
th e oth er is William Jackson, wh o dec­ 
oratesi th e mansion on th e occasion of 
th e marriage of its y oung mistress. 
Th e president was deeply touch ed as 
h e sh ook th e h ands of th ese old servit­ 
ors. 
In company with Mrs. Roosevelt h e 
inspected th e h ouse, calling to th e at 
tention of th e company many incidents 
connected with h is moth er’s ch ildh ood. 
Before leaving th e mansion h e posed 
with Mrs. Roosevelt 
for a picture 
wh ich 
included 
“Aunt Grace” 
and 
“Daddy William.” 
From th e h ome­ 
stead th e president was driven to th e 
town park, wh ere a stand h ad been 
erected, from wh ich h e delivered an 
address. 
He was welcomed to Ros­ 
well by Ch arles M. Reed, a student 
of Mercer university , wh o said th e only 
reason h e could see for th e selection 
of h imself to deliver th is welcome was 
th e president's well-known 
fondness 


P ith o f W ha t the P resid en t Sa id a t f 
K osw cll a nd A tla n ta . 
Th e president's rem arks at Roswell * 
began 
with a compliment to Sen- j 
ator « ’lay . wh om h e said h e often con- j 
sult<*d. 
lie th en said th at among th e 
earliest recollections h e h ad as a ch ild 
was “h earing from my moth er and my 
aunt, Miss Annie Bulloch , as sh e was 
th en, about Roswell; of h ow* th e P ratts 
and Kiugs and Dunwoody s and 
Bul- 
ioch s came h ere first to settle; about 
th e old h omestead, th e h ouse on th e 
h ill; about th e Ch attah ooeh e; about 
all kinds of incidents th at would not 
interest y ou, but interested me a great 
deal wTien I was a ch ild. 
1 wish I 
could spend h ours h ere to look all 
th rough and see th e different places 
about wh ich I h ave h eard all kinds of 
incidents.” 
R eferring to th e fact th at h e is h alf 
north ern and h alf south ern blood 
h e 
said: 
“Of th e ch ildren, th e broth ers 
and sisters of my moth er wh o were 
born and brough t up in th at h ouse 
on th e h ill th ere, my two uncles after- 
ward entered th e Confederate service 
and served in th e Confederate navy . 
One, th e y ounger man, served on th e 
Alabama as th e y oungest officer aboard 
h er. 
“He w as captain of one of h er broad­ 
side th irty -two pounders In h er final 
figh t, and wh en, at th e \cry end, th e 
Alabama was sinking and th e Kear- 
earge passed under h er stem and came 
up along th e side th at h ad not been 
engaged h ith erto, my uncle, Irving Bul­ 
loch , sh ifted ids gun from one side 
to th e oth er and fired th e two last 
sh ots fired from th e Alabama. Jam es 
Duuwoody Bulloch was an admiral In 
th e Confederate service.” 
After th e address th e president was 
driven to th e old Presby terian ch urch , 
of wh ich Itis maternal grandfath er was 
a member. 
At A tlanta th e president's speech at 
th e fair grounds dwelt ch iefly on th e 
q uestion of dish onest meth ods of great 
corporations and th e need for federal 
control; h e denounced th ose men of 
great wealth wh o practice th e “law 
h onesty ” wh ich barely suffices to keep 
th em from th e penitentiary . 
He 
ex­ 
pressed th e utmost abh orrence for th e 
men w*h o would palliate mean and 
crooked meth ods by th e dictum “busi­ 
ness is b us ine s s .” 
All corporations, h e 
declared, wh ich do any interstate com­ 
merce sh ould h e placed under federal 
regulation. 
He also referred to th e Ch inese boy ­ 
cott, wh ich h e said was not justified 
by our treatm ent of Ch inese, but th at 
we sh ould give th e Ch inese no cause 
for a boy cott by treating h er better 
classes properly , wh ile rigidly keeping 
out h er coolies. 
After th e lunch eon 
Joh n 
Temple 
Graves referred to th e president as 
“Georgia's most illustrious grandson,” 
and th e president in reply expressed 
h is appreciation of th e compliment and 
referred to th e fact th at h is maternal 
gieat-great-grandfath er was th e first 
revolutionary governor 
of 
Georgia. 
Th en h e paid Joel Ch andler Harris, 
auth or of “ Cncle Remus,” a 
warm 
compliment, and th en reverted to pub­ 
lic corruption, declaring it necessary 
first of all th at 
reform ers 
sh ould 
know wh at is really corrupt, because 
to reprobate th at wh ich is only a dif­ 
ference of opinion is a sure way to 
blunt th e public conscience.
